DONAHEY ALLOWS MEASURE

Ad mits the Fee Stigma In

Go v erno r Vic Do nahey W ed nesd ay 
night 
p erm itted the 
M arshall 
bill 
seeking to rev iv e ju stice o f p eace and 
m ay o rs’ co u rts to become a law w ith­ 
o u t his signatu re. 
A t the same time, Senato r Geo rge 
H. Bend er, Clev eland , who fo u ght the 
bill in the senate, anno u nced he wou ld 
seek 
to hav e 
a referend u m 
o n the 
bill. 
If a p etitio n 
fo r a referend u m is 
no t filed befo re Au gu st 
9 , the bill 
will beco me a law then. Senato r Ben­ 
d er has co nferred with the secretary ; 
o f state 
and the 
atto rney 
general 
with regard to fo rms and wo rd ing o f 
the heading of the p etitio ns. 
“ Any m easu re o r law which makes 
a m agistrate’s o r an o fficers’ liv eli­ 
ho o d o r co mp ensatio n d ep end ent u p - 
o n the nu mber o f arrests is fu nd a­ 
m entally wro ng,” the go v erno r said 
in a statem ent ex p laining his d ecisio n 
to p erm it the bill to beco me a law. 
“ All 
ju d ges and 
officers 
o f all 
co u rts, whether they be high o r low, 
w hether they d eal 
with felo nies o r 
misd emeano rs, sho u ld receiv e a fix ed 
and d efinite 
salary , irresp ectiv e 
o f 
the nu mber o f accu sed they m ay hale 
into co u rt, irresp ectiv e o f ho w many 
cases they may hear, irresp ectiv e o f 
co nv ictio n o r acq u ittal. 
“This is the o nly way to take co m­ 
mercialism o u t o f inferio r co u rts as 
it has been o u t o f higher co u rts. Ou r 
inefrio r Co u rts sho u ld be o n a fix ed 
salary basis, instead o f a co mmercial 
fee basis.” 
The'M arshall bill, sp o nso red by the 
Anti-Salo o n 
Leagu e, p ro v id es 
that 
ju stices o f p eace 
shall 
be co mp en­ 
sated acco rd ing to the am o u nt o f fees 
earned by them bu t in no case to ex ­ 
ceed $250 p er mo nth, 
and p ro v id es 
that in 
case o f acq u ittal 
o f the ac­ 
cu sed , the fee shall be p aid by the 
co u nty . 
Und er the 
Etling bill, 
which the 
go v erno r signed 
Tuesday , the fines 
arising from prosecutions are to be 
paid into the county treasury to make 
up the amount paid out by the coun­ 
ty in cases in which the state loses. 
Deploring “ unjust” features of the 
bill, the gov ernor said: 
“ The restored statutes as amended 
by this bill remain unjust, howev er, 
in that the income of the magistrates 
and officers 
is still dependent 
upon 
’"'fees, and the total of the fees is de­ 
pendent upon the number of arrests 
* made the cases heard. 
“ There still ex ists the inducement 
to make numerous arrests in order to 
* 
muster the max imum amount of fees 
authorized by the bill. 
Worse than 
that, there still will be the temptation 
on mere suspicion in doubtful cases 
in order to profit by the assessment 
of fees, whether the 
case results in 
conv iction or acquittal.’ 
Both houses passed the Dodd bill 
prov iding for a six -tenths mill lev y , 
half to be collected in December and 
half in J une, 19 28 . It is estimated to 
y ield $8 ,000,000.

The remains of a complete Indian 
village, perhaps one thousand years 
old, 
have 
recently 
been 
uncovered 
near 
Alamo, 
Contra 
Costa 
county, 
California, by Glenn Fi.-lrer and Ray­ 
mond Kraft, of Concord, Calif. 
The 
discovery was made on the rim of 
Mount Diablo, where Bret Ilarte first 
taught school and where he was in­ 
spired to write "The Legend of Monte 
Diablo.” 
A quantity of skeletal ma­ 
terial, ornaments, weapons, utensils, 
shell, ashes, firestones and bone ma­

ex p lorers are now engaged In a scien­ 
tific search for sev eral million dollars’ 
sv orth of buried treasure which, his­ 
tory records, was hidden there when 
the p irate, 
Henry 
Morgan, sucked 
and burned I he town in 1071, writes 
Roy G. Blank in the Chicago Tribune. 
A remarkable radio gold locator, in­ 
v ented by Thomas Fa hie of Colches­ 
ter, England, is being used by the ex ­ 
p lorers, who hav e already unearthed 
three minor trov es containing golden 
ornaments worih thousands of dollars, 
j 
The Instrument is like a radio re- 
; ceiv ing set in ap p earance. 
It is, in 
fact, a sort of ground radio, and it re­ 
cords accurately the p resence of non- 
! magnetic metals underground. 
One 
wire, attached to a rod, is grounded. 
Another rod is p assed ov er the sur­ 
face of the ground. 
When gold or oth­ 
er nonmagnetic metals occur beneath 
the surface between the two p oles a 
needle Indicates its p resence, which 
1 Is also recorded by a distinct hum- 
j ndng in the ear p hones. 
British Officer in Chargs. 
Lieut. George Williams, It. N. V. 
It., is at the head of the treasure 
hunting ex p edition, 
lie has a four- 
y ear concession from the gov ernment 
of Panama with the understanding 
| that Panama is to retain one-fourth 
: of nil treasure located during that p e- 
\ riod. 
Other members of the ex p edi­ 
tion 
are 
Wallace 
Bain, 
American; 
Commander Dav id Blair, F. It. d. S.. 
and Lieut. F. W. Kealev , It. N. V. It. 
At the request of Lieutenant Wil­ 
liams, the Panamnn gov ernment has 
detailed armed p olice guards for day 
and night duty in the jungles where 
the ex p lorers are encamp ed. 
A rep resentativ e of the President of 
Panama has also p itched a tent along­ 
side their camp and is watching their 
work to see that the treasure is di­ 
v ided ev enly . 
The p olice guards w’ere requested 
by Lieutenant Williams when he dis­ 
cov ered that large-scale unauthorized 
ex cav ations were being carried out 
011 sites where his instruments had 
indicated the p resence of gold. 


Finds Gold Ornaments. 
After testing among the ruins to 
j conv ince himself that there was gold 
j there, Lieutenant Williams deliv ered 
| to the p resident of Panama sev eral 
j hundred 
dollars’ 
worth of 
antique 
| golden ornaments which he had un- 
j earthed. He marked many other sites 
where his instrument indicated the 
p resence of gold and returned to the 
city for more laborers and adequate 
camp ing equip ment. 
To his surp rise, on returning to the 
Jungles a fortnight later with scores 
of laborers ready to begin digging, 
Lieutenant Williams found six enor­ 
mous ex cav ations among the ruins and 
at the ex act sites where his instru­ 
ment’s indications were p ositiv e. One 
hole had been dug 15 feet deep . 
An­ 
other, drilled through solid rock, dis­ 
closed the p resence of a large subter­ 
ranean tunnel and rev ealed that se­ 
cret ex cav ations had been carried out 
< n a large scale during his absence. 
It was then that Lieutenant Williams 
requested p olice p rotection. 
Sees Signs of Success. 
When the ex p lorers again tested 
the.-« p laces the instrument registered 
negativ e, indicating that nonmagnetic 
nn-teis. beliov e-l by Lieutenant Wil­ 
liams to hav e been gold treasure, bad 
been remov ed. 
The fact that the se­ 
cret ex cav ations were carried out on 
such a large scale and that the diggers 
continued to work in six different 
p laces after they had op ened the first 
hole, leads Lieutenant Williams to be­ 
liev e that the ex cav ations met with 
encouraging success. 
Ex quisite golden ornaments of v ery 
ancient 
design, 
studded 
with 
dia­ 
monds, emeralds, sap p hires and rubies, 
hav e been unearthed already . A gold­ 
en butterfly three Inches across, with 
rubies for ey es, and the wing designs 
of other p recious stones, Is one of the 
ornaments that has attracted much 
comment 
Other p ieces of treasure 
include gold collars, necklaces studded 
with p recious stones, solid gold balls 
two inches in diameter, attached to 
chains which are quite p uzzling, cru­ 
cifix es, and a miniature ark of the 
cov enant nearly six inches square. All 
gold has been locked up in the Pana- 
nian treasury for div ision after the 
end of the four y ears of work. 
Mysterious Tunnel. 
The ex p lorers are now engaged In 
p ump ing the water out of a my steri­ 
ous subterranean tunnel which has 
many p assages branching out from be­ 
neath an old monastery toward the 
other churches, conv ents and schools. 
The tunnel is as y et inaccessible, but 
it pro mises to rev eal some startling 
architecture as well as, p erhap s, the 
biggest gold hoard. 
Prescott records the fabulous mil­ 
lions which were brought across the 
Isthmus from the conquered 
Incas. 
Front Peru and Potosí and from the 
mines of Veraguas came the gold for 
transp ortation 
across 
the 
narrow 
neek of land wljidi sep arates the Ca­ 
ribbean from fhp Great South s^a. 
1‘edraria the Gruel, 
who is said to 
hav e accounted for ov er 2,000,000 In­ 
dians. founded the ancient city of Old 
Panama, which became the storehouse 
for » he bullion of Peru and the silks 
and spices of the Orient 
Diego de 


Blood road. 
For more than 150 y ears 
the long 
mule trains p acked gold 
across this road like cord wood. 
A 
gold train usually consisted of 1,000 
inules, ga.v ly cap arisoned and with 
jlngliug hells, each with its load of 
gold. 
In the v an and at the rear 
marched armed men, while with the 
mules strings of Indians and African 
stav es 
stumbled 
along 
under 
the 
lashes of their driv ers, and it can well 
1 be said that the Camino Real 
p av ed with dead men’s bones and 
ev ery inch of the way was stained 
witli blood. 
Many of the slav es escap ed, taking 
j to the jungles, where they banded to- 
gatlier as the Cimarones, to harass 
their former masters. 
As Cimarones 
the former slav es attacked and robbed 
the gold trains rep eatedly . 
Later, 
ruled by a black king and commanded 
by cap tains, they became the allies of 
English and French p irates who sup ­ 
p lied them with arms to the common 
end, and the flow of gold p aid a 
steady tribute to these adv enturers. 
Marauders Die With Sp oils. 
In this way not all the gold that left 
Old Panama reached Nombre de Dios; 
nor did all that fell Into the bands of 
tiie p irates reach the Atlantic. 
Com­ 
p etent authorities p ronounce the p res- 
< nt jungle as being infinitely more 
difficult to trav erse today than it was 
in those day s, but ev en then it must 
hav e horn a terrible task for these 
marauders, many of whom failed to 
got clear of the jungle, dy ing with 
their sp oils in the silence of the forest. 
Sir Francis Drake’s second attack 
1 on the road, under the command of 
Sir Thomas Baskerv ille, failed dismal­ 
ly . 
Bnskerv ille and 7 00 men trav eled 
down the road from Nombre de Dios, 
hut they met with such op p osition, 
dangers, and difficulties that a rem­ 
nant crawled back. 
"The march was 
so sore as nev er Englishmen marched 
before,” said the commander on his 
return, history records. 
The Sp aniards, howev er, continued 
using the road until Sir Henry Mor­ 
gan sacked Porto Bello in 16 08. That 
ex p erience was enough for the Sp an­ 
iards, and ev er afterward they sent 
their gold ov er the trail to Cruces and 
thence down the Chagres riv er to Fort 
Loren zo. 
Had to Fight for Possession. 
It is llhle wonder that the enor­ 
mous wealth 
which 
the 
Sp aniards 
were ex tracting from the new world 
should attract attention of others, and 
it was not long before they realized 
that they had to fight constantly to 
retain what they so cruelly ex tracted 
from the Indians. 
After suffering re­ 
p eated successful attacks on Nombre 
de Dios, Porto Bello and Roy al road, 
the Sp aniards took sp ecial p recautions 
for the safety of their wealth. These 
p recautions are resp onsible fo r the 
discov ery , after so many centuries, of 
tlie gold at Old Panama. 
When Parker attacked and 
took 
Porto Bello the wealthy inhabitants 
of Old Panama realized that it would 
not be long before the p irates would 
p ay them a v isit. 
Using hundreds of 
slav es, they constructed galleries in 
the 
rock below 
their houses, into 
which they p laced 
their v aluables. 
One might 
call them p riv ate land 
bonks, and the Sp aniards, no doubt, 
thought them eminently safe. 
As the y ears went by the dep osits 
increased until the threat of Sir Hen­ 
ry Morgan was made against them. 
News was brought ov er the gold trail 
by a few members of the garrison at 
Fort Lorenzo. 
The dreaded Morgan 
was ap p roaching. 
Prep arations were 
mode to defeat him in his attack on 
Old Panama, and recent discov eries 
disclose that the galleries were ce­ 
mented In until the danger was ov er. 
Unfortunately for the Sp aniards, Mor­ 
gan won. 
The Hidalgos who had se­ 
creted their wealth were killed in tlie 
battle before Old Panama, and their 
secret died with them. 
Morgan Burns City. 
Chagrined at the small amount of 
wealth he found nt Old Panama, Mor­ 
gan burned the city and killed oil who 
did not escap e. 
Some of the wealth 
had been hidden away 20 miles from 
the city , some was p laced hurriedly 
on board ship s and sent to sea, while 
the inhabitants and wealthy traders 
had burled theirs beneath their houses 
and thrown it down the wells, which 
were later cav ed in by falling debris 
from the flaming city . 
In the tunnels of Old Panama there 
are, according to old documents, se­ 
cret hiding p laces where the p riests 
concealed the treasures of the church 
and of the p eop le, who gav e it to the 
p riests for safe keep ing when they 
learned that Morgan was coming. The 
p eop le trusted the p riests and Morgan 
knew this. 
He tried to ex tort from 
the p riests the location of the treas­ 
ure, but rather than giv e up the gold 
of their church the p riests suffered 
death at the hands of the buccaneers. 
The secret recesses of the under 
ground funnels at Old Panama hav e 
beer, rediscov ered. 
In a few months 
they will be op ened up . 
According to 
history , there is, somewhere In these 
tunnels, a life-size image of the Vir 
gin Mary , made of solid gold. 
The 
Image fs sup p osed to hav e been se­ 
creted in the tunnels and the hlders 
to hav e p erished with their secret 


Failure That Ended 
Career o f Speculato r 
Anthony W. Morse, who, during the 
Civ il war, was one of the p owerful 
men In Wall street, got such a high 
op inion of his knowledge of national 
resources that he tried to bump the 
United States treasury off the finan­ 
cial map but was bump ed off himself. 
Secretary of the Treasury Salmon P. 
Chase, 
being adv ised 
that Morse’s 
sp eculations were inflating and en­ 
dangering the 
national 
credit, 
an­ 
nounced that if the inflations were 
carried any further he, Chase, would 
p rick the bubble by selling gold. 
An­ 
thony W. Morse tbeieup on sent Sec­ 
retary Chase a disp atch say ing he 
would be glad to buy all the gold the 
United 
States 
had 
to sell. Chase 
thereup on ordered $10,(XX),000 worth 
of gold sold to the highest bidder. 
The usual 
notice ap p eared in the 
morning newsp ap ers and a p anic at 
once followed. 
Two hours after the 
ex change 
hud 
op ened, it was an- 
was | nounced that Morse had failed. 
The 
financier’s ill success soured him and 
his health falling he died soon after­ 
ward, in Cuba.—Kansas City Star.

Ev ery producer and feeder of liv e­ 
stock will b enefit if the recommenda­ 
tion of one of its examiner’s 
for a 
general reduction in liv estock freight 
rates is approv ed b y 
the Interstate 
Commerce commission, according to 
word receiv ed 
at the 
office 
of the 
Pickaway County Farm b ureau from 
C. S. Long, traffic manager of the 
Ohio Farm Bureau federation. 
The 
reduction, as proposed, amounts to 
ab out 2 v 2 cents a hundred pounds or 
ab out $10 on a minimum weight car 
of liv estock, Mr. Long says. 
The recommendation for the reduc­ 
tion came as the result of a com­ 
plaint originally filed b y the Inde­ 
pendent Slaughters’ association, b ut 
which was later comb ined with sev er­ 
al other complains and in which the 
Ohio Liv estock Cooperativ e associa­ 
tion interv ened in b ehalf of liv estock 
farmers. 
The recommendation 
fol­ 
low’s a hearing held some time ago, 
and would 
apply to r.ll 
railroads in 
Centra] Freight association territory 
which includes all Ohio and a num­ 
b er of other states. 
On another complaint, filed on liv e 
stock freight rates b y the federa­ 
tion and liv estock association, an ex 
aminer for the commission has reeom 
mended dismissal. This case, accord­ 
ing to Long’s report t o this county 
asked a change 
in the method 
of 
figuring freight 
charges on 
mixed 
shipments of liv estock using the kind 
of liv estock and the minimum weight 
of car which wx>uld b ring the most 
rev enue to the carrier. The examiner 
did not fav or the change asked since 
the practice is general thruout the 
country.

Admits the Fee Stigma In 
the Bill Is Bad, But Per­ 
mits It To Become a Law 
As He Had No Other Al­ 
ternative—Pleading Need, 
Undecided At L a s t Mo­ 
ment, Was Afraid To Veto 
It—Makes the Assembly 
Shoulder the Responsibil­ 
ity. 


Governor Vie Donahey W ednesday 
night 
perm itted the 
M arshall 
bill 
seeking to revive justice of peace and 
m ayors’ courts to become a law w ith­ 
out his signature. 
A t the same time, Senator George 
H. Bender, Cleveland, who fought the 
bill in the senate, announced he would 
seek 
to have 
a referendum 
on the 
bill. 
If a petition 
for a referendum is 
not filed before A ugust 
9, the bill 
will become a law then. Senator Ben­ 
der has conferred with the secretary . 
of state 
and the 
attorney 
general 
with regard to form s and wording of 
the heading of the petitions. 
“ Any m easure or law which makes 
a m agistrate’s or an officers’ liveli­ 
hood or compensation dependent up- 
on the number of arrests is funda­ 
m entally wrong,” the governor said 
in a statem ent explaining his decision 
to perm it the bill to become a law'. 
“All 
judges and 
officers 
of all 
courts, whether they be high or low, 
w hether they deal 
with felonies or 
misdemeanors, .should receive a fixed 
and definite 
salary, irrespective 
of. 
the num ber of accused they may hale 
into court, irrespective of how many 
cases they may hear, irrespective of 
conviction or acquittal. 
“This is the only way to take com­ 
mercialism out of inferior courts as 
it has been out of higher courts. Our 
inefrior Courts should be on a fixed 
salary basis, instead of a commercial 
fee basis.” 
The* M arshall bill, sponsored by the 
Anti-Saloon 
League, provides 
th at 
justices of peace 
shall 
be compen­ 
sated according to the amount of fees 
earned by them but in no ca>e to ex­ 
ceed $250 per month, 
and provides, 
th at in 
case of acquittal 
of the ae-, 
cused, the fee shall be paid by the 
county. 
U nder the 
Etling bill, 
which the 
governor signed 
Tuesday, the fine;- 
arising from prosecutions are to be 
paid into the county treasury to make 
up the amount paid out by the coun­ 
ty in cases in which the state loses. 
Deploring “unjust” features of the 
bill, the governor said: 
“The restored statutes as amended 
by this bill remain unjust, however, 
in that the income of the magistrates 
and officers 
is still dependent 
upon 
~'fees, and the total of the fees is de­ 
pendent upon the number of arrests 
^ made the cases heard. 
“There still exists the inducement 
to make numerous arrests in order to 
muster the maximum amount of fees 
authorized by the bill. 
Worse than 
that, there still will be the temptation 
on mere suspicion in doubtful cases 
in order to profit by the assessment 
of fees, whether the 
case results in 
conviction or acquittal. 
Both houses passed the Dodd bill 
providing for a six-tenths mill levy, 
half to be collected in December and 
half in June, 1928. 
It is estimated to 
yield $8,000,000. 
The tax becomes a 
lien 
on property

of 
Monday, 
June 13. 
Senate voted

circumstances.

Treasury added the treaty with 
Panama “ was not designed to be 
invoked to protect Canadians or 
American bootleggers.” 
The note said Panama had not 
been able lo apply 
its 
registry 
law to the Federaiship, but was 
seized, since only after its seiz­ 
ure 
was 
the 
first detailed in­ 
form ation 
regarding 
its 
activ­ 
ities received from the State D e­ 
partment. 
A note of last October, 
which 
the Treasury 
statement 
repre­ 
sented to have given 
to Panama 
ample 
evidence

was 
merely a communication of some 
twenty lines, requesting informa­ 
tion as to whether the 
Federai­ 
ship had changed its registration 
ifrom Belgian to Panamanian.

runner, but was 
released 
after 
her seizure had been hold to be 
illegal.

The remains of a complete Indict! 
village, perhaps one thousand years 
old, have recently 
been 
uncovered 
near Alamo, 
Contra Costa county. 
California, by Gleuu Fisher and Ray* 
m<»nd Kraft, of Concord, Calif. 
The 
discovery was made on the rim of 
Mount Diablo, where Bret Harte first 
taught school and where he was in­ 
spired to write “The Legend of Monte 
Diablo.” 
A Quantity of skeletal ma­ 
terial, ornaments, weapons, utensils, 
shell, ashes, firestones and bone ma­ 
terial 
h^ve 
already 
been 
removed 
from the ruins. 
Further excavations, 
however, tire now being held up pend­ 
ing legal action by the Alamo Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, which is opposed to 
the transfer of these relics to a mu­ 
seum.

Balboa, Canal Zone.—In the jungle- 
covered ruins of the asclent city of 
Old Panama, English arid American 
explorers are now engaged In a scien­ 
tific search for several million dollars’ 
worth of buried tfbasure which, his­ 
tory records, was hidden there when 
the 
pirate, 
Henry Morgan, sucked 
and burned the town in 1071, writes 
Roy G. Blank in the Chicago Tribune. 
A remarkable radio gold locater, in­ 
vented by Thomas Fa hie of Colches­ 
ter, England, is being used by Hie ex­ 
plorers, who have already unearthed 
three minor troves containing golden 
ornaments worth thousand* of dollars. 
The Instrument is like a radio re­ 
ceiving set in appearance. 
It Is, in 
fact, a sort of ground radio, and it re­ 
cords accurately the presence of non­ 
magnetic metals underground. 
One 
wire, attached to a rod, is grounded. 
Another rod is passed over the aw ­ 
fu ce of the ground. 
When gold or otli­ 
er nonmagnetic metals occur beneath 
the surface between the two poles a 
needle indicates its presence, which 
is also recorded by a distinct hum­ 
ming in the ear phones. 


B r i t is h Officer in Charas. 
Lieut. Gf >rge Williams, Ii. N. V. 
Ii., is St the head of the treasure 
hunting expedition. 
Ile lias a four- 
year concession from the government 
of Panama 
with 
the understanding 
that Panama is to retain one-fourth 
of nil treasure located during that p('* 
riot! 
Other mc hers of the expedi­ 
tion 
are Wallace Bain, 
American; 
Commander David Blair, F. Ii. G. S.. 
and Lieut. F. W. Kealey, It. N. V. It. 
At the request of Lieutenant Wil­ 
liams, the I’unaman government has 
detailed armed police guards for day 
and night duty In the jungles where 
the explorers are encamped. 
A representative of the President of 
Panama has also pitched a tent along­ 
side their camp and is watching their 
work to see that the treasure is di­ 
vided evenly. 
The police guards were requested 
by Lieutenant Williams when he dis­ 
covered that large-scale unauthorized 
excavations were being carried out 
on sites where his Instruments had 
indicated the presence of gold. 
Finds Gold Ornaments. 
After testing among the ruins to 
convince himself that there was gold 
there, Lieutenant Williams delivered 
to the president of Panama several 
hundred dollars’ 
worth 
of 
antique 
golden ornaments which he had un­ 
earthed. He marked many other sites 
where his Instrument indicated the 
presence of gold and returned to the 
city for more laborers and adequate 
camping equipment. 
To his surprise, on returning to the 
jungles a fortnight later with scores 
of laborers ready to begin digging, 
Lieutenant Williams found six enor­ 
mous excavations among the ruins and 
at the exact sites where his instru­ 
ment's indications were positive. One 
hole had been dug 13 feet deep. 
An­ 
other, drilled through solid rock, dis­ 
closed the presence of a large subter­ 
ranean tunnel and revealed that se­ 
cret excavations hod bees carried out 
< n a large scale (luring his absence. 
It was then that I ieutenant Williams 
requested pollee protection. 
Sties Signs of Success. 
When the explorers again tested 
thesa places the instrument registered 
negative, indicating that nonmagnetic 
met: is. believed by Lieutenant Wil­ 
liams to have been g*>!d treasure, had 
been removed. 
The fact that the se­ 
cret excavations were carried out on 
such a large scale and that the diggers 
continued to work in six different 
places after they had opened the first 
hole, leads Lieutenant Williams to be­ 
lieve that tile excavations met with 
encouraging success. 
Exquisite golden ornaments of very 
ancient 
design, 
studded 
with 
dia­ 
monds, emeralds, sapphires and rubies, 
have been unearthed already. 
A gold­ 
en butterfly three Inches across, with 
rubies for eyes, and the wing designs 
of other precious stones, Is one of the 
ornaments that has attracted much 
comment 
Other pieces of treasure 
include gold collars, necklaces studded 
with precious stones, solid gold balls 
two inches in diameter, attached to 
chains which are quite puzzling, cru­ 
cifixes, and a miniature ark of the 
covenant nearly six inches square. AH 
gold has been locked up In the Pana- 
man treasury for division after the 
end of the four years of work. 
Mysterious Tunnel. 
The explorers are now engaged In 
pumping the water out of a mysteri­ 
ous subterranean tunnel which has 
many passages branching out from be­ 
neath an old monastery toward the 
other churches, convents and schools. 
The tunnel is as yet inaccessible, but 
It promises to reveal some startling 
architecture as well as, perhaps, the 
biggest gold bourd. 
Prescott records the fabulous mil­ 
lions which were brought across the 
Isthmus from the conquered 
Incas. 
From F*eru and Potosi and from the 
mines of Vera girns came the gold for 
transportation 
across 
the 
narrow 
neck of land wbhdi separates the Ca­ 
ribbean from the Great South sea. 
Pedrarla the Gruel, who is said to 
have accounted for over 2.000,000 In­ 
dians. founded the ancient city of Old 
Panama, which became the storehouse 
for the bullion of p«ru and the silks 
and spier** of Ute Orient 
Diego de 


Albites, stranded on the north coast, 
founded, quite by accident, what be­ 
came the stronghold of Nombre de 
Dios. 
Road Across Isthmus Built. 
Between these two points a road 
across the Isthmus was constructed, 
passing over the great Con ti neb tai 
divide, 
through the dense tropical 
jungle, over swamps, and up the steep 
sides of hills down to the open savan­ 
nah country around the olden city of 
Panama. 
Tile trail was known as the Camino 
Ileal or royal road, but a more fitting 
name for It would have been the 
Blood road. For more than IOO years 
the long mule trains packed gold 
across this road like cordwood. 
A 
gold train usually consisted of 1,000 
mules, gayly caparisoned and with 
jingling bells, each with Its load of 
gold. 
In the van and at the rear 
marched armed men, while with the 
mules strings of Indians and African 
slaves 
stumbled 
along 
under 
the 
lashes of their drivers, and It can well 
be said that the Camino Ileal was 
paved with dead men’s bones and 
every Inch of the way was stained 
with blood. 
Many of the slaves escaped, taking 
to the jungles, where they handed to- 
gather as the Cimarones, to harass 
their former masters. 
As Cimarones 
lite former slaves attacked and robbed 
the gold trains repeatedly. 
Later, 
ruled by a black king and commanded 
by captains, they became the allies of 
English and French pirates who sup­ 
plied them with arms to the common 
end, and the flow of gold paid a 
Steady tribute to these adventurers. 
M arauders Die W ith Spoils. 
In this way not ail the gold that left 
Old Panama reached Nombre de Dios; 
nor did a!) that fell into the hands of 
the pirates reach the Atlantic, 
Com­ 
petent authorities pronounce the pres* 
< nt Jangle as being infinitely more 
difficult to traverse today than it was 
in those days, but even then it must 
have bern a terrible task for these 
marauders, many of whom failed to 
get clear of tile jungle, dying with 
their spoils in the silence of the forest. 
Sir Francis Drake’s second attack 
on the road, under the command of 
Sir Thomas Bnskerville, failed dismal­ 
ly. 
Baskervllle and 700 men traveled 
down the road from Nombre de Dios, 
but they met with such opposition, 
dangers, and difficulties that a rem­ 
nant crawled back. 
“The march was 
so sore as never Englishmen marched 
before,” said the commander on his 
return, history records. 
The Spaniards, however, continued 
using the road until Sir Henry Mor­ 
gan sacked Porto Bello in 1668. That 
experience was enough for the Span­ 
iards, and ever afterward they sent 
their gold over the trail to Cruces and 
thence down the Chagres river to Fort 
Lorenzo. 
Had to Fight for Possession. 
It Is llfGe wonder that the enor­ 
mous wealth 
which 
the 
Spaniards 
were extracting from the new world 
should attract attention of others, and 
It was not long before they realized 
that they had to fight constantly to 
retain what they so cruelly extracted 
from the Indians. 
After suffering re­ 
pented successful attacks on Nombre 
de Dios, Porto Bello and Royal road, 
Hie Spaniards took special precautions 
for the safety of their wealth. These 
precautions are responsible for the 
discovery, after so many centuries, of 
the gold nt Old Panama. 
When 
Parker attacked at.d took 
Porto Bello the wealthy inhabitants 
of Old Panama realized that it would 
not he long before the pirates would 
pay them a visit. 
Using hundreds of 
slaves, they constructed galleries In 
tfir- 
mck 
below 
their houses, Into 
which they placed 
their 
valuables, 
One might call them private land 
hanks, and the Spaniards, no doubt, 
thought them eminently safe. 
As the years went by the deposits 
Increased until the threat of Sir Hen­ 
ry Morgan was made against them. 
News was brought over the gold trail 
by a few members of the garrison at 
Fort Lorenzo. 
The dreaded Morgan 
was approaching. 
Preparations were 
made to defeat him in his attack on 
Old Panama, and recent discoveries 
disclose that the galleries were ce­ 
mented In until the danger wns over. 
Unfortunately for the Spaniards, Mor­ 
gan won. 
The Hidalgos who had se­ 
creted their wealth were killed in the 
battle before Old Panama, and their 
secret died with them. 
Morgan Burns City. 
Chagrined at the small amount of 
wealth he found at Old Panama, Mor­ 
gan burned the city and killed all who 
did not escape. 
Some of the wealth 
had been hidden away 20 miles from 
the city, some was placed hurriedly 
on board ships and sent to sea, while 
the Inhabitants and wealthy traders 
had burled theirs beneath their houses 
and thrown It down the wells, which 
were later caved in by falling debris 
from the flaming city. 
In the tunnels of Old Panama there 
are, according to old documents, se­ 
cret hiding places where the priests 
concealed the treasures of the church 
and of the people, who gave It to the 
priests for safe keeping when they 
learned that Morgan was coming. The 
people trusted the priests and Morgan 
knew this. 
He tried to extort from 
the priests the location of the treas­ 
ure, but rather than give up tho gold 
of their church the priests suffered 
death at the hands of the buccaneers. 
The secret recesses of the under 
ground tunnels at Old Panama have 
been rediscovered. 
In a few months 
they will be opened up. According to 
history, there Is, somewhere In these 
tunnels, a life-size image of the Vir 
gin Mary, made of solid gold. 
The 
image is supposed to have been se­ 
creted in the tunnels and the hiders 
to have perished with their secret 


Failure That Ended 
Career of Speculator 
Anthony W. Morse, who, during the 
Civil war, was one of the powerful 
men In Wall street, got such a high 
opinion of his knowledge of national 
resources that he tried to bump the 
I nlted States treasury off the finan­ 
cial map but was bumped off himself. 
Secretary of the Treasury Salmon P. 
Chase, being advised 
that Morse’s 
speculations were inflating and en­ 
dangering 
the 
national 
credit, an­ 
nounced that lf tile inflations were 
carried any further he, Chase, would 
prick the bubble by selling gold. 
An­ 
thony W. Morse theixiupon sent Sec­ 
retary Chase a dispatch saying he 
would be glad to buy all the gold the 
United 
States 
had 
to sell. 
Chase 
thereupon ordered $10,000,000 worth 
of gold sold to the highest bidder. 
The 
usual 
notice appeared in the 
morning newspapers and a panic at 
once followed. 
Two hours after the 
exchange 
had 
opened, it was an­ 
nounced that Morse had failed. 
The 
financier’s ill success soured him and 
his health failing he died soon after­ 
ward, in Cuba.—Kunsas City Star.
